CARE OF BABY CHICKS 


Clean houses and yards, clean lit: | 
ter, good feed, careful management, | 
together with a little common sense, | 
are the essentials in handling baby | 
chicks in order to prevent losses, |

E. 1. | 

Everything should be in read: | 
iness before chicks arrive. Too of- 
ten no preparations are made until 
notice of arrival is received from 
the express agent. Brooder houses 
should be thoroughly scrubbed | 
down—floors, walls, ceilings and 
disinfected previous to the arrival 
of the chicks. All drafts must be | 
eliminated. Leaky roofs must be 
repaired and made tight. Corners 
of the brooder-house floor should 
be rounded off with wire or boards 
to prevent crowding or piling. 
Floors should be covered with 
clean, dry, litter. Clean sand, chop- 
ned straw, planer shavings, or, for 
from the barn floor, are excellent. 
the farmer. clover head, leaves, etc. 
Litter should be changed whenever 
it becomes dirty or wet. 

The brooder stove should be oper- 
ated for several days before the ar- 
rival of chicks and a check made 
to sce that the controls work effect- 
ively, and adjusted to maintain a 
temperature of 95 to 98 degrees, 
two inches above the floor at the 
edge of the hover. Do not guess the 
temperature, but use a thermom- 
eter. Temperatures after the first 
few days may be lowers about five 
degrees per week, as the chicks} 
“row older. Uniformity in temper: 
ature is essential. Rapid changes 
will cause over-heating, or chilling 
with disastrous results. 

A good brand of commercial 
starter is less likely to give trouble 
than home-mixed feeds and when 
followed up with growing mash
